Terre Haute 
Deluged By 
6-Inch Rain

'Some Indiana farm ers may 
have turned their “rain mak­ 
ers" on and forgot to shut them 
off, judging from the amount of 
rain that fell over the Hoosier 
state Friday and today—with 
more expected Sunday. 
Flash flooding was reported 
in some areas amounts up to 
6.80 inches of the wet stuff were 
reported in the 24-hour 'period, 
that ended at 7 a.m.. 'The Clay 
County town of Bowling Green 
had the 6,80 reading, but Terre 
Haute had 5.92, 
Indianapolis 
3.89 and Lafayette 2.21. Fort 
Wayne had .82 inch, Cincinnati 
.40, South Bend .10, Chicago .57 
and Evansville a trace. 
The rain triggered flooding at 
Terre Haute that caused large 
parts of the city to be without, 
telephone 
service 
and 
some 
areas to have no electricity, 
both due to water damage to 
underground 
cables. 
Several 
hundred persons were forced to 
evacuate their homes. 
The National Weather Service 
at Indianapolis said, there was 
no immediate threat of flooding 
on any of the state’s major 
streams, 
but 
added 
specific 
river and flood reports would 
be issued later. 
Intermittent rain and thunder­ 
storms were to continue as the 
predominant patern for Hoosier 
weather at least through Sun­ 
day, when the chances of pre­ 
cipitation were still 401 to 70 per 
cent, and possibly through Wed­ 
nesday. 
The 
Monday-throug 
Wednesday 
extended 
outlook 
said the chance of showers and 
thunderstorms would be great­ 
est in the southern half of the 
state, with the northern half 
perhaps getting by with, only 
partly cloudy conditions. 
The rain managed to coot the 
state off, with highs today in 
the northern two-thirds expected 
to be only in the upper 70s and 
for the southern sector in the 
mid 80s. Lows tonight were to 
drop into the mid to upper 60s 
north and central and stay in 
'the 70s south, with highs Sun­ 
day forecast, for the mid 70s to 
mid 80s. 
High temperatures F r i d a y 
ranged from 92 at Evansville to 
77 at South Bend, with Indian­ 
apolis, Terre Haute and Cincin­ 
nati 
having 
87s. 
Lows 
this 
morning ranged from an almost 
chilly 58 at Fort Wayne to 77 
at Evansville, with most cities 
having minim/unis in the: low 
70s. 
Temperatures for the first 
part of next week were to con­ 
tinue with máximums in the 80s 
and lows in the 60s and 70s 
Monday and Tuesday, but with 
daytime temperatures climbing 
to the low 90s Wednesday. Lows 
Thursday morning were to' be 
in 'the '60s and low 70s,. 
The rain had been needed by 
Hoosier farmers, because soil 
conditions had become parched 
since there had been no general 
rainfall for 
more 
than two 
weeks while temperatures were 
climbing into the 80s and 90s.

Phase IV of economic con­ 
trols,

prices in the short run and just 
a hope of .combatting inflation 
in the long run. 
The freeze on food prices, 
except for beef, ended following 
the announcement. Pork hit all- 
time highs on Illinois livestock 
m arkets the next day. Whole­ 
sale eggs increased five cents a 
dozen in Seattle. 
The National Association of 
Food Chains said it expected a 
4 to 5 per cent increase in food 
prices in coming weeks. 
Under Phase IV, a processor 
or 
distributor 
can 
increase 
prices by no more than the 
dollar 
amount 
of 
his 
own 
increased costs. Most Phase III 
controls 
will 
end 
Aug. 
12, 
except for beef which, is frozen 
'until Sept. 12;

ment building where she had 
moved to two months ago to 
study acting. 
The eldest daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Warren O. Phemister 
was found stabbed four times in 
the back and six times in the 
chest in her apartment. 
Her father is administrator of

Jay 
County 
Hospital 
in 
Portland, 
where he 
and 
his 
family moved nearly nine years 
ago 
from 
Indianapolis. 
The 
Phe misters have two younger 
daughters and a younger son. 
New' York Mayor John Lind­ 
say announced Friday he had 
instructed police commissioner 
Donald F. Cawley to take per­ 
sonal charge of the investiga­ 
tion. Police officials said 20 de­ 
tectives have been assigned to 
the case. 
A chief inspector and a cap­ 
tain were assigned by Lindsay 
to meet Miss Phemister’s par­ 
ents when they arrived in New 
York by airplane Friday. They 
were taken to their daughter’s 
apartment immediately. 
A 1969 graduate of Portland 
High School, where she played 
the lead role in her class play, 
“Our Hearts Were Young and 
Gary’’' Miss Phemister attended 
Indiana. 
University for' 'three 
years before moving to Roches­ 
ter, N.Y., to attend a drama 
school, a hometown friend said.

was 
very

in 
speech and drama clubs in high 
school," her friend said, who 


asked not to be identified. “She 
was most attractive, full of life 
, . . always bubbly and with a 
very good personality." 
Miss 
Phemister shared the 
studio apartment with another 
girl 
and

Rochester to study acting in 
New York. 
Police said she had been visit­ 
ing friends in Manhattan until 
a'bout 1 a.m. (EST) Friday, at 
which time she returned, alone 
to Brooklyn by subway. 
Detectives said there was no 
immediate evidence of sexual 
abuse, although it appeared her

was still on her body. 
'The 'body was discovered by 
the superintendent of the next 
building, who was attracted to 
the building by the barking of 
his dog, police said.

Derailed Tank 
Car Explodes 
At Ft. Wayne 


FORT WAYNE. Ind. (UPI) — 
About 4,000 residents who were 
forced to evacuate from their 
homes Friday night after a de­ 
railed tank car loaded with a 
■potenti a Hy da ngerous diem-leal 
exploded were allowed to return 
today. 
However, officials still were 
not allowing residents to return 
who lived within a half-mile 
radius of the scene of the de­ 
railment on the western out­ 
skirts of the city pending clean 
up efforts by a Penn Central 
emergency crew. Officials esti­ 
mated the limited ban affected 
fewer than 100 families. 
Evacuation of everyone within 
five miles of the wreck was or­ 
dered Friday after an explosion 
with the roar of thunder threat­ 
ened to trigger a chemical re­ 
action in two other tankers, 
producing; noxious fumes. A fire 
broke out that was not brought 
under control until this morn­ 
ing, preventing earlier efforts to 
clear the tracks. 
A train official this morning 
said a preliminary investigation 
indicated the derailment may 
have been caused by a faulty 
tie rod on one of the cam ill 
the 110-car train. 
No one was injured, and fire­ 
men this morning were able to 
get close enough to the burning 
rail cars to extinguish them. 
Nearby Indiana 14 was closed 
to traffic between Ufl. 24 and 
Interstate 69. 
Officials said whatever toxic 
fum.es might have been 'unleash­ 
ed by the derailment and fire 
apparently had no effect on 
anybody in the area, which ie 
sparsely populated but contains 
a number of industrial facili­ 
ties. 
• Tankers the Problem 
Eight cars of the freight train 
jumped the tracks late Friday 
afternoon. Five of the derailed 
cars were tankers, one contain­ 
ing liquified petroleum (LP) gas 
and four hauling vinyl chloride. 
The LP car erupted in flames, 
which spread to one of the 
chemical tankers. The intense 
heat prevented firemen from 
getting close enough to fight 
the flames. 
About two hours later there 
was a minor explosion, followed 
10 minutes later by a thunder­ 
ing blast as one of the chemical 
tankers exploded.

On The Farm Front

WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
spite 
Agriculture 
Secretary 
Earl L. Butz’ hopeful commit­ 
ment to lift all export controls 
on American crops if a bumper 
harvest comes in this fall, the 
prospect for allowing unlimited 
tales abroad remains clouded 
by some uncertainty. 
At present, export limitations 
are in effect only on soybeans 
and other high-protein livestock 
feed supplements. But there 
has also been speculation that 
limits on exports of grains in­ 
cluding corn might be needed 
later in the year to pro’ect U.S. 
consumers against high prices. 
President Nixon and Butz, in 
Statements issued as the new 
Phase IV economic control pro­ 
gram was announced, empha­ 
sized they regarded export lim­ 
itations as a last-ditch line of 
defense against inflation and 
wanted to move back, as quick­ 
ly as possible, to the traditional 
UJS. policy of wide-open export 
trade. 
Butz, in his statement Thurs­ 
day, promised, ‘‘If we have a 
feed grain harvest this fall of 
the size now anticipated and if 
we have an adequate crop in 
1974, we will avoid export con­ 
trols on grains.” 
Agsumes Big Crop 
As for soybeans and related 
crops, Butz added, “We expect 
to lift all export controls when 
the 1973 crops become availa­ 
ble.” His statement, Eke Nix­ 
on’s was clearly based on the 
assumption that the 1973 soy­ 
bean crop wiU hit a projected 
record of l.S billion bushels or 
more. 
But with these hopeful com­ 
ments, both Butz and Nixon 
made it clear that a wide-open 
export policy this fall depends 
on whether current "projec­ 
tions” for 1973 corn and soy­ 
bean production are reaEzed. 
For com, the key livestock 
feed grain, the Agriculture De­ 
partment recently estimated 
that if yields on the 72.4 million 


planted acres average 94 bush­ 
els per acre, farmers could har­ 
vest a record crop of 5.9 billion 
bushels, only a shade below the 
6 billion bushels the Agriculture 
Department had earlier set as 
its goal. 
Basts of Gueses 
"But the trouble is that I 
don’t know anybody outside the 
Agrieu ture Department who be­ 
lieves yet that the crop will be 
as good as projected,” one pri­ 
vate consulting economist said 
today. The economist said mar­ 
ket traders currently appear to 
be operating on the basis of 
guesses that the corn crop may 
wind up in the 5.6 billion to 5.8 
billion bushel range. 
The economist, who asked not 
to be identified, said that even 
if the crop does reach 5.9 bil­ 
lion bushels, an unlimited ex­ 
port policy would not allow U.S. 
livestock feed prices to decEne 
much unless foreign counties 
including Russia, China and In­ 
dia all have big, grain crops this 
year. 
The expert said the amount 
of feed grain which the U.S. 
can afford to export apparently 
has been raised by President 
Nixon’s attitude on retail food 
prices. Nixon's comments in an­ 
nouncing Phase IV indicated the 
administration is willing to1 ac­ 
cept, temporarily at least, food 
prices above the summertime 
freeze level. TWs means that 
export shipments can be al­ 
lowed to puU domestic Evestock 
feed prices higher than if the 
government was 'trying to hold 
meat prices at the freeze ceil­ 
ings.

Senate Curbs 
War Powers 
Of President

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate has vo'ed to limit to 30 
days the President’s authority 
to wage foreign wars without 
congressional consent. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Armed 
Services 
Committe 
probed 
further into the Nixon adminis­ 
tration’s concealment of bomb­ 
ing raids in Cambodia in 1969 
and 1970 from the American 
pubEc and from most members 
of Congress. 
The Senate vote Friday to 
Emit 
the 
President’s 
war 
powers was 71 to 18. The 
measure would allow the Chief 
Executive to dispatch troops 
overseas only for 30 days in an 
emergency. Then he would 
have to obtain congressional 
approval *o continue a war. 
The Senate measure and one 
passed 
Wednesday 
by the 
House, setting a 120-day Emit, 
now' goes to a House - Senate 
conference to iron out the 
differences. 
But the resulting bill faces 
presidential veto, and there is 
little prospect that war critics 
in the House can muster the 
two-thirds majority needed to 
override a veto.

Whenever I return from a 
trip and have a slide show ses­ 
sion, the pictures that get the 
most oohs and aabi are the 
night, sunset, sunrise or any 
other offbeat light shot 
Most camera fans are ao 
used to shooting to conventional 
dayEght that any night photog­ 
raphy or any departure from 
the outdoors with a camera into 
any interior—without a flash— 
is regarded as follhardy or that 
the camera itself must be a su­ 
per-dupe r what’s-it with a spe­ 
cial tens. 
Mot ao! Some early photo 
Confucius once said: "If you 
can see it, you can picture it 
with 
your 
camera.” 
That 
means almost any camera. 
To which I’ll add for the non­ 
technical hobbyists: "At least 
you can try!” 
Of course, there are some 
general guidelines...then you 
play around and experiment. If 
you goof and get nothing worth­ 
while, you’ve lost nothing but 
some film and a little time. 
However, if you hit the tar­ 
get... whoopee, you’ve got some­ 
thing to show and talk about! 
The main thing about night 
or interior shots with low illu­ 
mination is that it takes a long 
exposure...usually too long for 
hand-holding a camera. It 
needs a firm suport so it 
doesn’t move during the ex­ 
posure which may last one-half 
or one second, several seconds 
or even minutes. 
A tripod is ideal, of course, 
but few hobbyists lug tripods 
around. I have a substitute 
though, in my gadget bag—a 
miniature tripod six inches 
long, with its four-inch legs 
tucked away into its body until 
needed. In the past, I’ve used 
other substitute: tables, window 
ledges, stone walls, auto bodies, 
and cans, pails or open boxes 
turned upide down, etc. look 
around—there’s always some­ 
thing handy. 
Whatever is used, the camera 
must be wedged tight so the act 
of starting the exposure doesn’t 
jar the camera with the finger 
push. To prevent the finger- 
pushing jar, a cable release is 
recommended—it’s a handy ac­ 
cessory anyway. A lens hood Is 
a practical way to kep stray 
light out of the tens, especially 
during a long exposure. Anoth­ 
er useful gadget is a pocket 
flashlight to see whatever cam­ 
era adjustments have to be 
made. 
It’s essential, before you even 
take long exposures, to know 
exactly how your camera's B 
(for Bulb) and T (tor Time) ex­ 
posures work. Test th# settings 
without film to the camera and

SAFETY ON THE HOOK 
While fishing and the outdoors 
in general rest the body and 
emotions there are some built-in 
h az a rd s 
ea usin g pre ventable 
accidents. 
T h e 
American 
Medical 
Association said in. a recent 
report that the most common 
fishing accident is a barbed 
hook into the flesh, most often 
a finger or hand. The legs also 
lank high in fish hook mishaps. 
So many times the accidents 
are caused by lures and hooks 
left unprotected on a dock or 
boat bottom. 
The wise fisherman shields 
his hooks. The AMA suggests 
the following: “Stick, a. small 
cork over the barbed point. 
Store lures in the tackle box 
until needed, always returning 
them to the box when they are 
removed from the leader. The 
band on your favorite fishing 
hat is a reasonably safe storage 
place to keep lures that you 
may use later. 
Many hook 
mishaps stem 
from careless casting by fly and 
bait fishermen. The AMA urges 
anglers to “look before each 
cast, making certain no one is 
in the way. This also can save 
lures from snagging on trees 
and bushes as you cast.* 
Other tips from the AMA 
include. 
When removing the hook from 
a fish, grip 
the fish firmly 
under the gills so that its head 
can’t Cop or wiggle. Be sura 
you have a firm grip before 
removing the hook. 
If, despite all precautions, a 
hook becomes imbedded in your 
flesh, don’t try to pull it out. 
Use a pair of pliers from your 
tackle box to cut off the shank. 
Your physician will push tha 
barb through, causing less 
damage to torn flesh. The 
doctor also will administer, if 
n e c e s s a r y t antibiotics and 
tetanus toxoid. Hook wounds 
often become infected unless 
treated, properly.

A. If, after an audit, the IRS 
proposes an increase in your 
tax,

receive 
a 
statutory notice of deficiency. 
This notice, commonly called a 
“ 90-day letter,” is sent to you 
upon request (if you wish to 
begin litigation immediately) or 
if you fail to use the IRS ap­ 
peals procedure. 


If 
you 
disagree 
with 
the 
proposed increase shown, and 
want to file suit, you may ap­ 
peal to the U. S. 'Tax Court 
by filing a petition with the 
Clerk of the Court, Box 70, 
Washington D. C. 20044. You 
have an absolute deadline of 90 
days from the date the notice 
was mailed to you to petition, 
150 days if the notice was ad­ 
dressed 
to

the 
United. States.. .All the necessary

Minimum Wage 
Boosts Given 
OK By Congress 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House and Senate have agreed 
in separate bills to raise the 
$1.60 an hour minimum wage to 
$2.20, but Senate GOP leader 
Hugh Scott says he is afraid 
President Nixon will veto the 
measure. 
“In the present Senate form I 
would be fearful he would veto 
it,” Scott said Thursday. He 
added, “I would not expect or 
urge him to do so.” 
The measure will go to the 
President after the House and 
Senate iron out a few minor 
differenoes in their versions. 
The Senate passed its meas­ 
ure Thursday on a 64-33 vote. 
The House approved its version 
June 6 on a 287-130 vote without 
repealing certain overtime pay 
exemptions now in the law, 
creating the main differences in 
the two bills.

Mrs. Brandt is convinced that 
the tombstone of little Joseph 
or John Ruddell was placed in 
the attic of the house at the 
time the coffins of the three 
children were moved from a 
private buring ground to Crown 
Hill Cemetery in Indianapolis 
where Dr. Ruddell was buried 
following his death in 1875. 
“I don’t know if you should 
say thia about a tombstone, but 
it is the sweetest little tomb­ 
stone you ever saw,” 
Mrs. 
Brandt said. For the present, 
the little tombstone is in the 
office of Gus Hardee, public 
information director for Conner 
Prairie. 
The doctor’s 
house, 
which 
will 
dramatize 
how 
doctors lived and worked in 
Indiana during the first years 
of statehood, is not to be opened 
to the public until next year. 
The restored settlement—as 
was the original one—is cen­ 
tered around Conner’s trading 
port, built in 1802, and his brick 
mansion, built in 1823 to replace 
his log house.

the Republican party’s national 
committee is in such financial 
distress that it is firing 25 per

staff 
and

chairman is taking a 10 per 
cent pay cut. 


Without blaming its problems 
on the party faithful’s reaction 
to the Watergate disclosures, 
the GOP national committee 
said it was making the cuts 
now because a drop in expected 
contributions

indicated a $1 million deficit by 
the end of the year.

staff 
reductions will be to eliminate 
30 to 35 jobs, spokesman Robert 
Rousek said Tuesday. National 
committee 
chairman 
George 
Bush is voluntarily making a 10 
per cent cut in his $42,500 
yearly salary, Rousek said, and 
some other committee officials 
also were taking pay cuts. 
Rousek said small donations 
—under $100—actually were up 
compared 
to 
last year, 
but 
there had been a decline in 
larger 
contributions. 
As 
a 
result, the committee’s finan­ 
cial officials projected a short­ 
age of more than 20 per cent to 
meet the original $5.5 million 
1973 budget. 
The reductions come at a 
crucial time for the national 
committee.

Ruling Made 
Concerning 5th 
Class Cities 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The 
Indiana Court of Appeals ruled 
Thursday that a fifth class city 
wishing to lease unused city- 
owned land for recreational ac­ 
tivities can only do so to a pri­ 
vate non-for-profit corporation 
or organization. 
The question arose on appeal 
from Warrick Circuit Court in a 
case involving the city of Mt. 
Vernon. 'The city had entered 
into a lease agreement with 
George Meinscbein to use river­ 
front property for a marina 
operation. The action was chal­ 
lenged by the J. R. Short Mil­ 
ling Company, located on ad­ 
joining property. 
The decision by the state 
court upheld Judge Addison M. 
Beavers in his decision that the 
lease was in violation of a law 
that affects fifth class cities and 
that this law prevails over the 
broader powers afforded any 
municipality under the 1971 
Powers of Cities Act. 
Under the 1971 Powers of 
Cities Act Judge Joe Lowder- 
miik wrote “it would appear 
that a city might use (and, nat­ 
urally, lease) its property as it 
sees fit.” But the Appeals Court 
opinion found that such powers 
to exercise discretion do not 
prevail if limited specifically by 
another statute. 
Lowdermilk noted the 1971 
Legislature, in enacting the 
Powers of Cities Act, did not 
repeal the 1969 law concerned 
with fifth class cities, so it 
would apply, rather than the 
later law which gave municipal­ 
ities more power to run their 
own affairs, 
Congressional 
Pay Hike Hit 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con- 
gresmen who want to raise 
their $42,500 salaries an esti­ 
mated 20 to 25 per cent were 
criticized strongly Thursday by 
Rep.

NEW YORK (AP) — Whose 
voice have you heard most of­ 
ten on television? 
It well might be that of Allen 
Swift,, but you wouldn’t know It. 
He rarely speaks as himself. 
Known as “The man of a 
thousand voices,” Swift has 
been everything from a bath­ 
room plunger to a chocolate 
peanut in some 55,000 TV com­ 
mercials over the last 20 years. 
He also was the voice of Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in the 
film, “The Longest Day.” 
The dean of perhaps 18 top 
professional men and women in 
this specialized form of audito­ 
ry art, Swift is an ex-comic 
who looks more like an ex-comic 
haired symphony cello player. 
With him imitation is more 
than the sinceres! form of flat­ 
tery. He makes more than 
$100,000 a year peddling from 
one midtown studio to another 
on. a. bicycle to' do imitations. 
He has done as many as 16 in 
an hour, but now prefers to 
make only 25 or so com­ 
mercials a week. 
.Son of a lawyer, Allen, be­ 
came interested in vocal work 
early and was a Borscht Bel) 
comic at Catskill mountain re­ 
sorts. He did night dub shows 
and appeared with stars such 
as Eddie Cantor and Bob Hope 
in the early days of television. 
“I was doing pretty well as a 
part-time comedian, part-time 
magician and part-time shingle 


salesman when I got my big 
break,” he recalled. 
'That came when he was 
hired to take over as Howdy 
Doody when the people who did 
the voices on that popular tele­ 
vision puppet show walked out 
in a. salary dispute. 
“Learning to talk like Howdy 
Doody was the toughest job I 
ever had,” he said. “I had only 
a weekend to prepare.” 
But soon .Swift was doing all 
50 voices on the show and also 
writing some of the scripts. 
Calls from ad agencies to do 
other voice roles began to pour 
.in. 
Since then Swift has dubbed 
lines for David Niven, and fa­ 
mous golf, baseball and football 
stars. He also has created voice 
personalities for a herring, a 
duck, almost every kind of ani­ 


mal, a flashlight battery, a pen­ 
cil, an electric toaster, and 
most recently, a. 'brake. 
“I enjoyed doing the brake; 
it was quite interesting,” he 
said. 
Does he need any special 
equipment or tools or his vocal 
effects? 
“Just my tong, — Swift an­ 
swered, “'But 1 also do have an 
exceptional ear. That’s very 
important. 
“I have flexible vocal cords, 
but I don’t believe 1 have a 
particularly unusual voice. But 
the human voice, when trained, 
is limitless, almost infinite in 
the variety it can create.”

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) 
— Phyllis Mathew and I went 
shopping in beautiful downtown 
Charleston last week. It was no 
mean feat. 
Phyllis, a pretty 28-year-old, 
was born a victim of spinal bi­ 
fida (an opening the spine) and 
spends most of her time in a 
wheelchair. 
Our shopping trip, which in­ 
cluded visits to many buildings 
other than stores—banks, res­ 
taurants, public buildings—was 
eye-opening for both of us. It 
was also muscle-building for 
me. 
I pushed Phyllis all morning 
long. There are no ramps in 
downtown Charleston, so cross­ 
ing a street involves hoisting 
the chair sharply backwards, 
placing the two front wheels up 
on the curb and lifting. Getting 
down, off a. curb is even 'tri­ 
ckier. 
Our tour was a visit to some 
of the most incredible struc­ 
tural 
barriers 
anyone 
could 
dream up. And the problem of 
overcoming the barriers isn’t 
just for wheelchair people. The 
elderly, 
women in 
advanced 
stages 
of 
pregnancy, 
young 
mothers pushing baby strollers, 
blind people and short people 
are all victims of structural 
barriers, 
We started at the Kanawha 
Valley 
Bank 
where 
a 
sign 
asked patrons to “Please use 
revolving door.’* Ever try to 
take a wheelchair through a re­ 
volving door? 
How 
about a 
baby carriage? There were oth­ 
er doors, however, and we got 
inside. 
Inside the bank, there are 
steps up to the main floor. No 
way to get a wheelchair up 
there. There's also an escalator 
going 
downstairs. 
Wheelchair 
on an escalator? Nope. 
A bank spokesman hastened 
to tell us that there was an 
elevator for getting downstairs 
or to floors above the first. 
Around, the corner, we visited 
the Diamond Department Store. 
The doors into the store were 
sufficiently wide for the wheel­ 
chair and Phyllis said they 
weren’t too heavy for her to 
open by herself. Inside, in a 
sportswear department on the 
main floor, 
Phyllis was de­ 
lighted to find a low counter 
with 
merchandise which she 
could see and examine from 
her chair. 
But her elation turned to dis­ 
appointment 
at 
the 
jewelry 
counter as necklaces hanging 
on a high display rack were be­ 
yond reach. 
At 
the 
Diamond’s 
lunch­ 
eonette, we discovered that the 
only available seats are high 
counter stools, making eating 
there impossible for people in 
wheelchairs. A public telephone 
on the wall was too high for 
Phyllis to reach, as was a 
drinking fountain. 
At another hank we found a. 
common 
problem. 
All 
the 
counters for writing checks or 
whatever are too tall for wheel­ 
chairs. All the teller windows 
are in the same condition. Even 
standing, 
Phyllis—4-foot-7— 
would have been too short for 
the teller windows. 
The most accessible building 
we visited was the Kanawha 
County 
Public 
Library. 
The 
Summers Street entrance is for 
wheelchairs 
and the elderly, 
and inside four wheelchairs are 
provided for those who need 
them. 
There are elevators and the 
information desks and reading 
SNa 
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tables are low enough, for a 
wheelchair. 
Upstairs in the children’s aec- 
tion a low wall-attached drink­ 
ing fountain made it easy for 
Phyllis to get a drink. There 
was 
also 
a 
telephone 
low 
enough for her to reach. 
The building which presented 
the worst barriers of ail was 
city hall. The main entrance to 
this, the most public of build­ 
ings, has 13 steps leading up to 
a. 
massive 
revolving 
door. 
Phyllis simply shook her head 
in disbelief. 
The only way she could get 
into the city building, in fact, 
was through the booking desk 
entrance in the back. 
.After 
a 
morning of 
hard 
work, lunch was welcome. A 
high brick step at Ernie’s Es­ 
quire found us doing wheelies 
again, but once over that bar­ 
rier we were home free. 
Phyllis’ chair slid right under 
a table and she wasn’t .in any­ 
one’s way. 
A spokesman for Sen. Jen­ 
nings 
Randolph’s 
office 
said 
things may soon be different 
for the thousands of people af­ 
fected 
by 
architectural 
bar­ 
riers. 
The National Rehabilitation 
Act, which the senator is spon­ 
soring, will have a section up­ 
dating 
and 
‘ ‘putting 
some 
teeth” into the Architectural 
Barriers Act of 1968. That act, 
which required all federal proj­ 
ects and any building using fed­ 
eral money 
to 
meet acces­ 
sibility 
standards, 
has 
been 
largely ignored. 
Randolph’s 
proposal 
would 
provide for creation of an. Ar­ 
chitectural and Transportation 
Barriers 
Board 
which would 
call for studies and strict en­ 
forcement. Transportation bar­ 
riers are those 
things which 
make it impossible for a handi­ 
capped person who is 'traveling 
by car to find an accessible 
restroom.
